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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 37-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Barber (US 
4 ? 701 3 363) in view of Seo et al (US 5,757,069). 

Barber discloses in Fig. 7 of etching to form depressions 25 on leads. Fig. 9 shows the 
first portion 43 is planar but the planar surface does not completely across the first portion to join 
the side walls. Barber inherently discloses in Fig. 7 that the air-gap between the leads reduce 
cross-talk since air has very low dielectric constant. 

Seo discloses in Fig. 2 etching 12 form a planar surface 15 completely across to join the 
side walls. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to modify Barber by etching the lead to form a planar surface completely across to 
join the side walls, as taught by Seo, for the purpose of eliminating the height difference and 
uniformly distribute the pressing force during bonding process. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

To the contrary, Barber (US 4,701,363) and Seo et al (US 5,757,069) both deal with 
electronic devices that conduct electricity using leads to reduce cross-talk by having air-gaps. 
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In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of 
applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., a high-density 
printed circuit board) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted 
in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In 
re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

The claims lack positive manipulative step(s) to reduce cross-talk.
